The Tribunal ruled that the Ger- 
man General Staff and High Com- 
mand, the Cabinet and the SA 
Brownshirts were not guilty as 
organizations ut individual mem- 
bers could be prosecuted for spe- 
cific war crimes. 

The Court reserved its verdict 
against the 21 defendants until 
Tuesday but indicated in its eight. | 
hour denunciation, read by the!

What exactly is the nature of that discovery”

For a long time radio physicists all over the world had 
intrigued by certain inexplicable phenomenons in the atmosphere.

Many of us were inclined to ascribe these interruptions ‘to 
called “perturbing strata” in the sky, and Prof. Appleton actually 
discovered one of those strata at -220 miles above earth. It is 
known as the “Appleton Strata.” However, one of the pecuriall 
ties of that strata was that it followed the sun and therefore was 
not active at night. While it could possibly explain the perturbance 
of short-wave ‘transmissions in daytime, it left the mystery of the 
interruptions at night unsolved. 

Up in Lapland I observed, with the 
aid of an electronic multiplier, that certain sources of light existed 
at several scores of miles from the earth. These sources were weak 
but frequent, much like the Aurora Borealis we can watch. near 
the North Pole.

Honesty 
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Have Lost Something 


In 1927 I went into the Chattanooga News 
office and asked to meet the editor of their Sun- 
day book page because I thought it was a 
good Job. 

A shy young man named John Whitaker and I met. 

In the Spring of 1945 I came out of Teheran, Iran, by plane to 
Abadan, on the Persian Gulf Walking to the door of the mess in 
the hot, baking heat, I met Col. John Whitaker and Col. Quentin 
Roosevelt We flew that afternoon and night to Calcutta and from 
there over the hump into China 

Less than a year ago he was in Atlanta 
City for a rest and vacation, after a long illness in Walter Reed 
Hospital. He was full of. plans for a new book, and the future. 

Two weeks ago I picked up an old copy of. the Billings, Mont., 
Gazette in Cody, Wyo., and a brief story that John T. Whitaker 
was dead at 40. 

There is a lot in between that I want to fill in. He died Sept. 
12 and it was much later I knew about it. The requiems have 
been said, and all is done with the finality that comes with death. 

It may sound paradoxical to say we are poorer without him and 
that this country will miss him, when the facts are relatively few 
Americans knew of him. Yet, almost everything is cumulative, even 
those things which seem explosive.and revo@utionary. 

And John Whitaker was one of those who was daily adding his 
cumulative weight on the Side of integrity, intellectual honesty, 
vision and courage. There are too few busy with that job.

Gamut iy had seen if all He had tray eled with war, in search 
peace, from Geneva in 1931 to Ethiopia, to Spain and 

to the beginnings by Hitler, which he had foreseen. 

He had covered the war until Pear! Harbor. 

lie demonstrated the depth of his passion against Fascism by 
resigning his job as a foreign correspondent and entering a hospital. 
He underwent two agonizing eperations on his spine to qualify 
himself for active service. ‘They involved cutting out a segment 
of his hipbones and grating it to his vertebra in order to strengthen 
it enough to pass the physical examination His spine had been 
fractured in a college boxing accident 

He chose the OSS and its most dangerous and difficult phase— 
operating behind enemy fines, after being dropped by parachute. 
He had served in North Africa, Sicily, Italy, France, twice receiv- 
ing the Legion of Merit, the Legion of Honor and the Croix de 
Guerre for bravery and service in landings and behind the lines 

When we met at Abadan we talked on into China. I don't know 
why I remember it, but near daylight over India, tired and weary 
with the taste of no sleep and weariness in our mouths, | opened 
with a pocket knife a can of orange juice purchased during the 
night at a PX in Agra. I recall how we stood there in the darkened 
ship, thirstily drinking it. And I can still hear Whitaker’s long 
drawn-out, “Gosssh, that’s good. I wish you'd bought two cans.” 

We talked, too, about what we thought the duty -responsibility 
of newspapers and of newspapermen and women. 

In China he disappeared, a habit the OSS people had. I heard 
later that he“ was ill of ameobic dysentery most of the time but 
did a fine job. When war ended he came out and into the hos- 
pital again. When I saw him in Atlanta nine months ago he 
thought he had everything licked. There had been a new operation 
on his back and another on. his stomach. 

The next news I heard was that line in the Billings Gazette. 


He was always honest with himself, perhaps the most 
difficult type of honesty there is. When he traveled 
with Italian armies in Ethiopia, Mussolini thought his stories charm- 
ing and sought-his company. When Whitaker wrote what he thought 
of Fascism, Mussolini had him expelled frém Italy. He went to 
Russia in 1932 in search of an “ideal.” He wrote in his book in 
1936 that he found “three million members of the Communist 
party on one hand and the masses of the people on the other. For 
one there was everything; for the other there was nothing.” The 
not like him and would not let him come back.
